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SUMMARY 

A monogenean Entobdella hippoglossi (Capsalidae: Entobdellinae), a common parasite of the 
flat fishes (Pleuronectidae), is recorded for the first time from an ocean perch Sebastes glaucus 
(Scorpaenidae) in the north-east part of Pacific ocean. New data on hosts and location of Sessilorgis 
limopharynx (Capsalidae: Trichopodinae) are also given.
